Benson 

Emphasizes 

Freedom 


Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
lashed  out  strongly  against  com- 
placency and  deceit  in  the  fight 
against  the  spread  of  communism 
and  loss  of  individual  freedom  in 
the  Devotional  Assembly  Thurs- 
day.

CREATIVITY 

Dear  Editor: 

I would  like  to  make  a few  com- 
ments about  Doug  Wixom’s  arti- 
cle on  “craetivity”  vs  “ortho- 
'doxy.”  No  one  is  more  concerned 
with  the  evils  of  our  present  ed- 
ucational system  and  its  seeming 
favoritism  towards  the  “ortho- 
dox” individual  than  I am,  but 
before  rebelling  and  giving  our- 
selves to  our  “true  creative  nat- 
ures,” (i.e.  letting  eighteen  or 
nineteen  ideas  pass  by  in  favor  of 
the  one  or  two  that  might  interest 
us)  we  would  do  well  to  examine 
carefully  our  motives.  Discipline 
is  one  of  the  most  basic  principles 
of  progression.  It  is  the  corner 
stone  upon  which  we  construct  our 
creative  instruments,  both  spirit- 
ually and  intellectually.  I think 
a brief  revue  of  the  lives  and 
habits  of  some  of  history’s  most 
creative  men  would  bear  me  out 
on  this  point. 

As  Mr.  Wixom  pointed  out,  this 
does  not  necessarily  mean  a dis- 
cipline oriented  to  our  present 
educational  system.  Many  great 
geniuses  have  indeed  had  their 
problem  with  orthodoxy. 

It  does  mean,  however,  that  we 
have  to  learn  to  be  masters  of 
ourselves.  The  question  is  “do  we 
have  what  it  takes  to  get  up  and 
do  something  whether  we  want  to 
or  not.”  True  creativity  demands 
this. 

After  passing  this  first  test  we 
can  then  begin  to  select  the  tasks 
according  to  their  natures  and 


values  and  perhap  even  reject 
them.  All  too  often  we  find  “crea- 
tive children”  running  around 
avoiding  anything  that  carries  the 
label  of  responsibility  or  duty  un- 
der the  pretense  that  it  violates 
their  “inner  sense.” 

Such  rebels  are  missing  a lot 
of  what  life  is  all  about.  Common 
sense  and  justice  tell  us  that  if 
we  were  endowed  with  a creative 
mind,  we  should  develop  it  to  the 
utmost  for  the  benefit  of  our- 
selves and  our  fellow  men,  but 
also  that  we  should  give  due  con- 
ideration  to  what  the  other  wise 
men  of  the  past  and  our  own  time 
have  to  say. 

Sometimes,  it  is  even  necessary 
to  take  some  things  on  faith  until 
we  have  developed  to  the  point 
where  we  understand  why  we 
were  asked  to  do  them.  If  we  do 
the  task  well,  and  it  still  doesn’t 
bear  good  fruits,  we  may  then  re- 
ject it  and  use  it  as  a basis  for 
future  value  judgements.  The  key 
lies  in  the  old  counsel  “be  honest 
with  yourself.”  It  doesn’t  take  a 
psychology  major  to  see  that  this 
is  not  an  easy  thing  to  do.  There- 
fore, if  in  doubt,  put  your  nose  to 
the  grindstone.  Creativity,  like 
genius,  is  three  per  cent  inspria- 
tion  and  ninety-seven  per  cent 
prespiration  and  hard  discipline.

GOOD  PLAN? 

Dear  Editor: 

Mr.  Lyle  Burnett’s  article  of 
Monday,  Oct.  24,  Would  Tax  In- 
crease Slow  Down  Inflation  states 
that  “the  only  way  to  cure  a di- 
sease like  inflation  is  to  combat 
the  cause  not  the  symptoms.”  He 
also  states  that  the  cause  of  in- 
flation is  deficit  spending  by  the 
government.  In  economics,  the 
government  functions  to  check  un- 
fair business  practices  and  to  ful- 
fill these  measures  which  the  pri- 
vate sector  can  not  do.  Sometimes 
these  measures  affect  the  econ- 
omy in  inflation,  which  can  be 
found  to  be  desirious  or  undesir- 
ious  only  by  further  investigation. 

The  Employment  Act  of  1946 
commits  the  federal  government 
to  use  all  practical  means  to  es- 
tablish a high  level  of  productivity 
and  employment.  Now  we  should 
see  if  Mr.  Burnett,  the  “extremist 
and  lover  of  the  Constitution”, 
has  proposed  practical  means  to 
achieve  these  reults.  Assuming 
without  proof  that  inflation  is  bad, 
he  blames  this  “disease”  on  de- 
ficit spending.  Inflation,  a general 
rise  in  absoulte  prices,  may  result 
from  various  actions,  one  of 
which  may  or  may  not  be  deficit 


spending. 

Secondly,  he  implies  that  tax 
increase  will  lead  to  inflation 
without  explaining  why.  Tax  in- 
crease by  itself  will  decrease 
spending,  demand,  prices,  and 
therefore,  decrease  inflation. 
Next,  Mr.  Burnett  proposes  to 
limit  (in  some  way)  governmen- 
tal power,  remove  “certain  con- 
trols” on  the  private  sector,  and 
then  “encourage”  (without  con- 
trols) business  expansion. 

He  then  advocates  the  curtail- 
ment of  government  spending  and 
the  lowering  of  taxes  when  such 
a fiscal  policy  would  foster  free 
pending  by  the  private  sector. 
This  has  other  ramifications;  it 
may  even  lead  to  ruthless  busi- 
ness expansion  at  the  expense  of 
small  business.  Unemployment 
coould  result  from  the  smaller 
producers  being  out  of  business. 

The  government  is  trying  not 
to  spend  any  more  than  it  has  to; 
but  all  subsequent  debts  shall 
“cease”  at  Mr.  Burnett’s  com- 
mand. The  cost  of  the  Vietnamese 
War  makes  his  proposal  even 
more  ridiculous.  It  is  primarily 
this  spending  which  is  causing  our 
inflation— not  too  much  govern- 
ment control,  high  taxes,  an  un- 
balanced • budget,  nor  the  giving 
of  “aid  and  comfort  to  the  en- 
emy.” 

We  have  been  unable  to  find 
any  objective  point,  recognize  any 
suggestive  purpose,  or  see  any 
logical  reasoning  from  his  irra- 
tional colection  of  confused  state- 
ments. Mr.  Burnett  concludes  that 
“the  socialists  and  communists 
want  to  destroy  the  foundations 
of  our  country,”  but  if  we  follow 
his  suggestions,  would  the  dilem- 
ma he  proposes  be  any  better  than 
Socialism?

Army  Will  Delay  Enlistments 


Washington  (UPI)— The  Army 
announced  a plan  Tuesday  that  un- 
der certain  circumstances  will  per- 
mit recruits  to  delay  enlistments 
for  four  months  in  order  to  get  the 
specialty  of  their  choice. 

The  recruits  will  be  placed  on 
an  inactive  reserve  status,  sparing 
them  from  the  draft,  during  the 
period  of  up  to  120  days  while  they 
are  awaiting  openings  in  their 
chosen  field. 

During  the  waiting  period,  the 
recruit  would  be  enlisted  in  the  re- 
erves  with  an  obligation  of  three 
years  of  active  du!y,  plus  three 
years  in  civilian -reserve  status. 

At  the  end  of  the  waiting  period, 
he  will  be  discharged  from  his  ori- 
ginal enlistment  if  he  chooses  to 
enlist  for  three  years  of  regular 
army  duty. 

The  new  plan  is  expected  to  im- 
prove  Army  draft  estimates,  which 
have  to  be  submitted  60  days  in 
advance.  Those  in  the  holdover 
status  will  help  give  an  indication 
of  haw  many  draftees  will  be 
needed. 

“The  flow  of  recruits  into  the 
training  establishment  has  been 
difficult  to  predict,  and  has  often 
resulted  in  overloading  Army  train- 
ing facilities,”  the  Army  said. 

“The  delayed  recruiting  program 
will  assist  in  tighter  control,  pro- 


viding flexibility  to  the  Army  as 
well  as  to  the  individual.” 

It  especially  aids  men  who  wish 
to  get  into  radar  and  other  techni- 
cal fields  where  quotas  are  likely 
to  be  full. 

—The  individaul  will  be  enlisted 
with  a specified  future  reporting 
date. 

—During  the  waiting  period,  he  i 
will  be  in  a “non-pay  status  and  j 
will  not  participate  in  reserve ! 
training,”  and  will  be  in  the  1-D  j 
draft  classification  provided  for  i 
members  of  the  reserve. 


—His  waiting  period  will  reduce 
his  later  civilian  reserve  obliga- 
tions to  the  extent  of  the  delay, 
but  will  not  count  as  active  duty 
in  any  sense. 

The  program  is  effective  im- 
mediately.

You  are  in  your  stance  position  ready  to  take  your  first  step  of 
your  four  step  delivery  which  is  called  the  “pushaway.”  I like  to 
call  the  pushaway  the  “point  of  no  return”  because  if  you  make  a 
mistake  in  the  pushaway  it  is  unlikely  that  your  succeeding  steps 
will  result  in  proper  timing  when  you  release  the  ball. 


The  first  step  is  taken  with  the 
right  foot  and  is  the  beginning 
of  a closely  knit  chain  of  move- 
ments leading  up  to  the  release. 
With  this  first  step  there  must 
be  a coordinate  movement  of  the 
ball.  The  ball  must  be  pushed 
away;  that  is,  pushed  out  from 
the  body  slightly  on  a downward 


angle.  It  cannot  be  stressed  too 
often  that  this  pushaway  must 
be  simultaneous  with  the  move- 
ment of  the  right  foot  in  a 
smooth,  fashion;  I caution  you 
not  to  thrust  the  ball  out,  but 
rather  move  it  gently  at  the 
same  speed  that  you  take  your 
first  step.
